C h ic a g o , .Time 20.— Talk of a definite 


rupture in the convention was insist­ 
ent in the Roosevelt camp. 
Reports 
of this rupture were repeated so fre­ 
quently as to lend color to the belief 
of many that they were well grounded. 
The uf^p of the term "bolt,” how­ 
ever, was carefully avoided by sup­ 
porters of the form er president, whose 
contention is that should there be a 
final break they and not their oppon­ 
ents will constitute the genuine Re­ 
publican convention. 


According to these unofficial state­ 
ments the Roosevelt program will be 
this: Should the credentials comm it­ 
tee uphold the tem porary roll adopted 
by the national comm ittee and 
the 
convention in turn accept the report 
of the credentials committee, thereby 
finally 
seating 
the 
delegates 
who 
Colonel Roosevelt charges have been 
fraudulently plated on the temporary 
roll, those of the form er president’s 
adherents who are w illing to stand 
with him through thick and thin will 
withdraw from the convention on the 
instant. 


The plan, as talked of, floes not con­ 
tem plate 
withdrawals of the Roose­ 
velt delegates from the Coliseum, but 
the holding of a double headed con­ 
vention in the same hall. 
As soon as word of the final break 
is flashed to Colonel Roosevelt over 
his private wire, It was said, he will 
be whirled by automobile to the con­ 
vention hall to lead his fight in per­ 
son. 
It was regarded as probable that 
the colonel would not go to the con­ 
vention 
except 
under 
such circum­ 
stances. 
Colonel 
Roosevelt, it 
was 
said, has procured enough tickets to 
the Coliseum to adm it him and the 
members 
of 
his 
im m ediate 
party. 
These tickets, however, would admit 
him merely as a spectator. 
Reports of this plan reached the 
ears of the authorities in charge of 
the convention, who said that under 
no circumstances would they perm it 
the 
holding 
of 
two 
conventions 
simultaneously in the Coliseum. 


May Call Upon the Police. 


The building, they said, was in con­ 
trol of the organization selected by 
the convention, which would preserve 
order, even to the point of calling 
upon the police to eject delegates, a1 
ternates or spectators who declined 
to recognize the authority of the chair 
It was explained that the rupture 
would come, if at all, after the vote 
on seating 
thA contested 
delegates 
rather than on the vote for presiden­ 
tial nominees, because the Roosevelt 
faction, 
by 
waiting 
the 
final 
vote, 
would be placed in the position of 
having acted in conjunction with dele­ 
gates who they contend were chosen 
fraudulently and 
of 
having 
broken 
away because they were beaten. 
Colonel Roosevelt has said all along. 
it was pointed out, that he was m ak­ 
ing his fight for a principle and not 
for any man, even himself, and that 
he had stated In his speech of Mon­ 
day night that he would not accept 
under any circumstances a vote to 
seat the delegates whose seats he dis­ 
putes, even in his own favor. 
In an interview with Governor De­ 
neen, Colonel Roosevelt told the gov­ 
ernor, in the presence of W illiam A l­ 
lan W hite of Kansas, that should the 
convention seat 
these delegates 
in 
question he would withdraw from any 
connection with the convention and 
that two Republican candidates for 
president would be nominated, with 
two Republican candidates for gover­ 
nor in every state in the Union, with 
two Republican 
candidates 
for con­ 
gress in each district and two Repub­ 
lican candidates for every other office. 
“ Make no m istake,” he told the gov­ 
ernor. 
“If these fraudulent delegates 
are seated we shall walk out of the 
convention, but not out of the hall.” 
Colonel Roosevelt’s view of his posi­ 
tion is known to be that, should he 
he^d an independent ticket, he might 


fr - J r r .►-‘•'■•►hance to win, at the same 
c i v realizing that^ he is inviting per­ 
sonal disaster. 
He believes, however, that it would 
be a fight worth making and that It 
would be better for him to go down 
w ith colors flying than to submit to 
being overruled by the aid of votes 
which he has said would be fraudu­ 
lent. 
The form er president is said to be 
of the opinion that he could take with 
him the support of a m ajority of Re­ 
publicans outside of the extrem e East­ 
ern states and increase his strength 
by substantial 
accessions 
from 
the 
Democratic party.

They agreed to tight a duel to settle 
their respective claims, and in order 


I th a t the heat of angry passion should 
; not interfere with the polished ele- 


I gance of the proceeding they postponed 
the duel for a month, the lady agree­ 
ing to bestow her smiles on the sur 
vlvor. 
The duelists were to fight in 
the air. 
T w o balloons were constructed ex 
artly alike. 
On the day of the duel 
De G randpre and his second entered 
the car of one balloon, l>e Pique and 
Ills second the other. 
This w as In the 
garden of the Tuileries, amid a big 
crowd of spectators. 
The men were 
to fire, not at each other, but a t each 
other's balloon, in order to tiring them 
down by the escape of gas. 
As pis 
tols would hardly have served for this 
purpose, each aero n au t took a blunder 
buss in his car.
